Tlio next morning she found ths obstinate 
creatures crawling about tho summer house 
in which sho had left them, seme of tho 
more hungry ones feeding upon tho paste in- 
tended for cementing thorn together.

Indeed, the establishment of a special mar. 
ket for the sale of, snails is talked about.a'ud 
the authorities ore considering the expedien- 
cy of making snails pay tho octroi duty—a 
very strong evidence that they havo become 
n recognized article of food.—[Chamber's 
Journal.
